vo heavy German counter- 

attacks in the area east and 
south-east of Nancy (France) 
were repulsed yesterday by 
General Patton’s 3rd American 
Army. 


In the morning General Patton’s 
forces, in” bringing to a stand- 
still the first blow, between 
Nancy and Dieuz2, smashed 
over 100 tanks, in the biggest 
armoured clashes the 3rd Army 
has had. 


The Germans swarmed out of the 
woods 16 miles north-east of Nancy, 
year Chateau-Salins, at dawn, and 
were beaten off by combined 
American air, artillery and tank 
action. 

The “ pocket” of resistance which 
has been giving 3rd Army units 
trouble. between Pont a Mousson 
and Nancy has withdrawn 

American aircraft, tanks and in- 
fantry last night smashed a Ger- 
man counter-attack north and west 
of Dieuze—about 25 miles east of 
Nancy, and only 15 miles from the 
German border. 


General Patton’s army now has 
knocked out 1,077 German tanks 
since August ist—the period of 
the 3rd Army break-through at 
Avranches, across the neck of the 
Brittany peninsula.

NEW BRIDGEHEAD 


Troops of the 1st Canadian Army 
have driven five miles north-east of 
Antwerp and have established a 
bridgehead over the Antwerp-Turn- 
hout cenal. The canal was crossed 
at Locthenberg, but troops are not 
across in force. Polish troops of 
the Canadian Ist Army on the bank 
of the Scheldt actually crossed the 
water in a captured German 
E-boat, drawing heavy fire from 
German batteries on the east bank.

German Factory 
Towns Bombed 


A British Air Ministry communi- 
qué yesterday stated: 

“On Saturday night aircraft of 
R.A.F. Bomber Command were 
over Germany in very great 
strength, with Neuss—an inland 
harbour and industrial town a few 
miles south-west of Dusseldorf— 
and Miinster as the main objectives. 
Bochum was also bombed. Night 
fighters and intruder aircraft of 
R.A.F. Bomber Command sup- 
ported the bombers and attacked 
airfields. 

* From these operations 22 of our 
aircraft are missing.” 

Bochum is one of the main steel- 
producing centres of the Ruhr, the 
Press Association states. Miinster, 
a garrison and railway town, is 35 
miles from the German frontier. 

The British Air Ministry News 
Service says that 3,500 tons of 
bombs were dropped, despite bad 
weather. There were several com- 
bats over the targets. 

Flying through a gusty 50 m.p.h. 
gale, low -storm clouds and rain 
squalls in the Straits of Dover, 
Lancaster bombers headed towards 
Calais yesterday evening On and 
off during the day, explosions and 
rumblings, some very prolonged, 
rolled across the Straits. 

An Allied air attack in some 
strength is believed to have been 
made on German targets across the 
Channel. In the evening, for about 
an hour, heavy bombers were 
streaming back singly. over an 
English south coast town. 


Belfast Council’s 


Powers 


The text of the new Belfast City 
Borough Administration (Amend- 
ments) Bill was made public on 
Saturday. Under it, the City 
Administrators will cease to hold 


office as from January next, and, 
with certain exceptions, power will 
be restored to the Corporation. 


Power is still to be given to the 
Town Clerk and Town Solicitor, 
acting jointly, to purchase goods, 
machinery, etc.; acquire and dispose 
of land and make contracts, but it 
is now proposed that these officials 
must report their proposals to the 
appropriate committee, instead of, 
as formerly, reporting what actual 
action they had taken. If the com- 
mittee dissents, the officials must re- 
consider their proposals, and, if they 
decide to adhere to them, they must 
obtain approval of the Ministry 
before proceeding. 


Another amendment deals with 
skilled and unskilled workers. 
and dismissed x heads of depart- 
ments on principles approved by the 
Town Clerk, but the new bill 
provides for these principles to be 
approved by the General Purposes 
Committee. This would appear to 
restore to the Corporation all its old 
powers of recruitment and dismissal 
of such workers.

by a number of members,

Now that British tank ‘units have 
actually reached the south bank of 
the Lek near Arnhem, the relief of 
the airborne troops should not be 
far away. The river still is under 
German shellfire, and to bridge it 
will involve costly fighting. 

The British corridor through 
Holland, which reaches — though 
thinly at the end—to the Lek near 
Arnhem, now seems reasonably 
secure against the danger of being 
bisected anywhere south of 
Nijmegen. The flanks are being 
steadily strengthened, and reinforce- 
ments for the spearhead battling 
forward from Nijmegen can dash 
north at high speed. 


20-MILE CORRIDOR 


The base of the corridor now is 
more than 20 miles wide, the east 
flank resting on the Bois le Duc 
Canal. There is contact with the 
Germans on both sides all the way 
along—equivalent to an .80-mile 
ront. 

Since the British armour dashed 
across the Rhine delta, those water- 
ways, which were once the most 
ormidable natural barrier in the 
way of the Allied troops, row are 
the means of barrin the Germans 
ia Western Holland from Germany.

GERMAN RESISTANCE 


BY OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


(THE loss of about twenty divi- 
sions — half of the estimated 
German strength of one million 
men in the West at the beginning 
of the invasion—has had a direct 
influence upon the nature and 


strength of the German resistance! 


on the Siegfried Line and its out- 
lying defences. Up to a short time 
ago Allied progress was relatively 
swift, especially in the North, 
where the American Ist Army had 
isucceeded in penetrating deeply into 
the defences of the Rhineland. Now 
the picture has changed and the 
Allied advance in Holland is being 
not only fiercely resisted but the 
airborne troops in the Arnhem area 
stand in grave danger. 

The implications attendant upon 
the outcome of the struggle now 
being waged upon the Dutch Rhine 
are clear. The German High Com- 
mand is concentrating all its ener- 
gies on Holland, and the presence 
of armoured formations, together 
with the reappearance of the Luft- 
waffe in strength, clearly indicates 
that a swift re-adjustment of 
German strength has taken place. 


FROM THE EAST 


The increase in strength in 


Holland, combined with the losses|the 


mentioned, suggests the withdrawal 
of both land and air units from the 
Eastern front, and this would be 


With immediate danger threaten- 
ing in the west the Germans have 
evidently drawn upon a proportion 
of their armoured and air forces in 
other theatres. It is of interest to 
examine the situation of the 
Allied airborne units vis-a-vis the 
increased German strength. i 

The modern airborne division 
carries with it such equipment as 
light vehicles, anti-tank guns an 
mortars, these being delivered by 
gliders. It is: thus well equipped to 
deal with immediate counter-attacks. 
However, as the attacks develop, the 
airborne troops become vulnerable 
to the fire of heavy tanks and 
artillery; an assault which can be 
effectively countered only by the 
delivery of heavier weapons. This 
in turn implies the possession of 
airfields capable of dealing with 
heavy transport aircraft, and im- 
poses a further supply problem. 

So far information does not 
oe a that the airborne troops are 
adequately supplied in this respect, 
and the efforts of the British 2nd 
Army to establish contact at the end 
of a tenuous and vulnerable. cor- 
ridor indicates the necessity for the 
delivery of heavier weapons and 
munitions by land. The outcome of 
present campaign depends

More Money Spent 


On Assurance 


The Department of Industry and 
ommerce has published statements 
of assurance business deposited with 
the Minister, under the Insurance 
Acts, in res of the accounting 
periods which ended during the year 
1942. In the section dealing with 
new life and industrial assurances 
effected in 1942, in connection with 
companies established in Ireland, 
there has been a remarkable in- 
crease in business. 

There were 10,801 life policies 
issued, compared with 7,941 in 1941, 
the sums assured being £2,694,150, 
compared with £1,836,599. In 1942 
205,025 industrial policies wer 
issued for a total of £4,656,688, 
compared with 175,047 and 
£3,856,000 for 1941. In all these 
transactions only two Irish assurance 
companies were concerned. 

As re companies established 
out of Ireland, 4,490 new policies 
were issued by 13 companies in 
1942, compared with 3,401 by 14 
companies in 1941. Industrial 
assurance reached a figure of 
£2,055,681 for 13 companies in 1942, 
compared with £1,859,616 for 14 
companies in 1941. a

UNFREE TRADE . 

Mr. de Valera has given and 
repeated the assurance that a 
committee of his Cabinet is en- 
gaged in the preparation of com- 
prehensive plans for post-war 
development.

FILM NOTES 


By Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT 

cE is not strange that Remontons 

les Champs Elysees (Astor) so 
strongly bears the imprint of Sacha 
Guitry’s personality; for, in addi- 
tion to devising, writing and direct- 
ing the film, he also played most of 
the male parts. Briefly, it is a side- 
light on certain phases of the his- 
tory of France, exhaustively para- 
phrased and annotated by commen- 
tator Guitry. A _ schoolmaster, 
directly descended from Louis XV 
of France on the paternal side, and 
Napoleon Bonaparte on the mater- 
nal side, spends his 64th birthday 
in school, telling his class the story 
of Paris’s famous thoroughfare, the 
Champs Elysees. We catch brief 
glimpses of Napoleon, Wagner, Jean 
Jaques RousseaU; Pompadour, Du 
Barry, Marie Antionette, several of 
the Kings Louis, as well as the 
schoolmaster’s direct ancestors, and 
we are told intimate and highly 
amusing things about their goings- 
on that no Irish teacher would 
dream of telling his pupils. It is 
gay, provocative, satirical, sentimen- 
tal and thoroughly entertaining. 
Depending for its appeal largely on 
the humour of the commentary, one 
would not imagine that the film 
would lend itself very well to the 
English sub-title system, but even 
allowing for the loss of a fair per- 
centage of humour in the transla- 
tion, it is still far and away the 
wittiest film we have seen here since 
“ The Cheat.”
